





Injury worries could 
mean defensive changes

John Maskell could cause manager Brian Lee to make changes from his successful téam

Tuesday’s performance, coupl- 
ed with a 3-1 FA Cup triumph 
at Sandy Lane last Saturday has 
put renewed confidence into the 
Wanderers. They recorded their 
largest victory yet against Hit- 
chin (4-0) and at last began to 
really click upfront. 


But the attack will have to be 
at its sharpest tomorrow for 
Bishops Stortford’s main 
strength is in their defence.
